mill. Secretary J. Fred Kurtz of the 
Chamber of Commerce lias receUod « 
communication from Vice President S. 
A. Davis of the American Sheet & Tin 
Plate Company that Is disappointing, 
but refreshingly frank. Mr. Davis of- 
fers Connellsvtlle but llttlo consola- 
tion. 


While the expressions of good will 


towards the tin plate corporation from 
the citizens of South Conncllavllle arc 
highly appreciated, Mr. Davis sets 
forth'the reasons why Humbert can- 
not be operated steadily. He says Us 
geographical location and the cost of 
production is such that It must ulwayu 
be classed with a number of other 
mills which run only to bundle an over- 
How of orders that cannot bo lllletl at 
the mills wh'lch are operated steadily. 
As for enlarging the mill, tho'ie samo 
reasons also apply. 


Secretary Kurtz staled today that a
